Teachers' Strike 
Conference Flops 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla. (AP) — 
A sum m it conference on educa­ 
tion, 
scheduled for 
the sixth 
n i g h t in Florida’s statewide 
teacher walkout, flopped Mon­ 
day night as both cam ps refused 
to budge from their quarters to 
m eet. 
Florida Education Association 
officials waited vainly in their 
hotel room for the legislators. 
The legislators, after an hour- 
long 
huddle 
decided 
not 
to 
com e, but instead invited the 
teacher leaders to the state cap­ 
ítol. The FEA elected not to go 
to the capitol. 


PUPILS DEMONSTRATE 
T he stalem ate cam e after a 
day th a t saw 1,700 University of 
F lorida students dem onstrate in 
behalf of the teachers; a Dade 
teach er leader found in con­ 
tem pt of court; a petition signed 
by D ade legislator that called 
for a special session to be called 
by the Legislature itself, and 
Gov. Claude K irk’s refusal to 
m eet with the striking teachers. 
Some 24,000 of the state’s 55,- 
000 teachers and m ore than a 
third of Florida's 1.0 million pub­ 
lic school pupils rem ained out of 
their classroom s as the strike 
threatened to move into its sev­ 
enth day with no end in sight. 
"K irk is a four-letter word" 


and "K irk is still in fantasy-

As the students dem onstrated 
in Gainesville, Kirk toured pov­ 
erty areas of Miami, Tam pa 
and Jacksonville and vowed he 
would not be forced into nego­ 
tiations with the teachers.

Phil Constans in a telegram .

DIRECT TALKS

Johnson Gives 
Mass Transit 
Plan to Congress 


AUSTIN, Tex. (A P) — P resi­ 
dent Johnson handed Congress 
Monday a plan for setting up in 
60 days a new agency to handle 
a $570 million m ass tran sp o rta­ 
tion program for cities. 
No legislation is needed. A 
new U rban Mass T ransportation 
Adm inistration will come into 
existence autom atically 
within 
the Com m erce D epartm ent at 
the end of 60 days unless the 
Senate or House vetoes the pro­ 
posal. 
Administration officials 
said 
they know of no strong opposi­ 
tion.

are concentrated in the D epart­ 
ment of Housing and U rban De­ 
velopm ent (HUD) 
In the 
interest of stronger, 
more effective operations, the 
bulk of them —and about 50 em ­ 
ployes—would be shifted to the 
proposed new agency. 
A new, $29,500-a-year adm inis­ 
trato r of 
mass transportation 
will operate alongside the heads 
of the Coast Guard and the fed­ 
eral aviation, highway and rail­ 
road adm inistrations.

STRATEGY UNCLEAR

W A S H I N G T O N (A P) — 
Brightening 
prospects

on civil rights legislation. 
The vote to halt the debate 
was 56 to 36, or six short of the 
necessary 
two-third 
m ajority. 
Sen. N orris Cotton, R-N.H. vot­ 
ed for the cut-off this tim e. Oth 
erw ise there were no switches. 
The outcome was anticipated, 
but both before and after the 
vote key senators spoke hopeful­ 
ly of reaching a com prom ise on 
a civil rights protection bill and 
a proposed open-housing am end­ 


ment. 
Southern foes of the legisla­ 
tion obviously are disturbed by 
the turn of events. They were 
left out of the compromise nego­ 
tiations, 
in which Republican 
L eader E v erett M. Dirksen of 
Illinois is playing a central role. 
D em ocratic 
Leader 
Mike 
Manfield of Montana said that 
as a result of D irksen’s compro­ 
m ise efforts "things are looking 
up." 


CHIEF SPONSORS 
The GOP leader who has op­ 
posed any federal open-housing 
legislation, said he is inclined to 


believe a compromise can be 
worked out. 
Sens. Philip A. H art, D-Mich., 
and Jacob K.

Intolerable Deficit 


Due in large part to the reactions 
of the money markets to the devalua­ 
tion of the British pound, the United 
States closed its international payments 
account for the year 1967 with a whop­ 
ping deficit of some S3 billion. The loss 
was more than double the 1.4 billion 
figure of 1966. 


Not that the 1966 record was any 
achievement. 
The U.S. can ill afford 
such losses, in view of the fact that 
foreign claims against American gold— 
should they be presented— already ex­ 
ceed available stocks bv more than 2 
to 1. 


But a deficit of $3 billion for one 
year can only be described as a total 
failure on the part of the national ad­ 
ministration to put its house in order. 


Those who delight in saying it can­ 
not happen in the U.S., that the dollar 
will never be devalued, that a record 
period of internal prosperity will go on 
forever, that other governments have 
no choice but to accept the dollar as 
the primary international barter med­ 
ium. ignore all the danger signs which 
suggest that spendthrift Uncle Sam may 
someday be taken to the woodshed for 
his profligate ways. 


Included in last vear's deficit was 


the liquidation of $500 million in U.S. 
securities by the Bank of England plus 
other losses directly attributable to the 
devaluation, but discounting these non­ 
recurring items, the loss is far too large 
to be sustained much longer. 


As has been the case throughout 
the post-World War II period, the busi­ 
ness community continues to do its share 
to achieve a favorable balance of pay­ 
ments. Exports and returns from over­ 
seas investments continue to exceed im­ 
ports. 


Despite the fact Congress has acted 
for several years to reduce foreign aid, 
government outlays in other countries 
continue to exceed trade profits. Aid 
of various kinds still accounts for much 
of the dollar flow out of the United 
States. 


With the announcement of a size­ 
able cut in the number of U.S. troops 
stationed in Europe, it appears Wash­ 
ington finally realizes the time has 
come for more than token action to 
correct the deficit. 


It is time also for those countries 
which have been depending on the U.S. 
crutch for more than 20 years to real­ 
ize Uncle Sam now needs it more than 
they do. 


Freedom to Trade 


Pressures are building in Congress 
for tighter import curbs. President John­ 
son’s efforts to reduce the balance-of- 
payments 
deficit 
by 
restrictions 
on 
travel and foeign investments have es­ 
calated demands for imposition of im­ 
port restraints. 


Foreign businessmen warn against 
such action. A panelist at a New York 
conference 
of

Belgian-American 
Chamber of Commerce in the United 
States said a trade barrier around the 
United States would lead to reciprocal 
action by its trading partners.

sense. Many countries have effective 
trade barriers against American goods. 
The U. S. is being flooded by foreign- 
built automobiles, against which there 
is a 15 per cent tariff.

Reporter's Job 


W hat You Make It 


A reporter’s job is the one job that either 
can be exciting or dull; it’s what you made it. 
A reporter with initiative can have a ball. 
Instead of writing routine assignments, he can 
put life into his work. 
The 
newspaper 
business 
today is hard pressed for top 
reporters. 
Public 
relation 
firms 
and 
advertising com­ 
panies are taking many good 
men. 
Finding reporters who will 
do anything for a story is get­ 
ting rougher, Some are fear­ 
ful that they will tarnish their 
image not realizing that the 
image of a good newsman rests with imagi­ 
nation. 
The Mercury has had it’s share of daring 
reporters. 
At one time, if a fire alarm rang at 4:30 Sun­ 
day morning you could be sure that four or 
five Mercury staffers would be on the scene. 
Normand Poirier was one who would do 
more than observe a story. He’d participate in 
it. 
Twelve years ago when Pottstown was off 
limits to Russians stationed in this country, he 
toured the town dressed as a Russian colonel. 
His story made national news and was tele­ 
vised by a network. 
Poirier also allowed himself to be carried 
through Pottstown in a coffin as a stunt. 
He’d do anything, go anywhere if it provided 
fodder for his typewriter. 
Today, a newsman would be horrified if you 
asked him to dress up. 
A female scribe at one time dressed in a 
peek-a-boo dress, used a long cigaret holder, 
wore large dark glasses and walked with a 
French poodle through the community. 
The saga of her eyebrowlifting journey made 
a compelling series of photos. 
Robert Hover, of the Collegevillc area, once 
walked from his home on the hottest day of 
Summer and wrote about it. 
He was pooped when he arrived at the office 
but he wrote the story and then handled his 
regular assignment sheet. 
Hoyer is now' with the European edition of 
Stars and Stripes. 
Another staffer. Jack Heisner, who was a 
new staff member, let his beard grow for a 
week. He was slated to be arrested, and locked 
in the borough jail for three days in a check 
to see if prisoners were fed. 
A .IP agreed to issue the warrant and a con­ 
stable was supposed to place the scribe in a 
cell. Police weren’t supposed to know he was a 
reporter. 
The day before he was to be locked up. Heis­ 
ner was called home on an emergency and by 
the time he got back, the police got wind of the 
plans so they were dropped 
Two other reporters spent their free time 
during a two week period walking the hills of 
Norco looking for a still. 
A county official was supposed to have one 
in operation there. After two weeks, and hun­ 
dreds of miles of wood tramping they came 
across a deserted area which once contained a 
still. 
They were never able to pinpoint whether 
it belonged to the official. All they got for their 
efforts was a lot of fresh air and sore feet 
Another reporter searched the back hills 
near Earlville after a national wire service re­ 
ported that an area resident was listed as a 
registered Communist. It was dui ing the period 
of the McCarthy Communist hunt. 
The reporter found the man and came up 
with the story, giving the suspect’s side. 
Stunts, too, were routine. 
A small reporter was given a huge package 
—it was the length of a bus—and told to travel 
in and out of stores with it. The package was 
gift wrapped and the story and photos told of 
his troubles. 
A team of scribes went out shoplifting one 
afternoon in an attempt to prove that shop­ 
lifters have it fairly easy in town. 
The best “light Fingered Louie” came back 
with a 100 pound sack of potatoes. An attempt 
to lift a television set by two reporters was near­ 
ly successful, but they were stopped at the last 
minute. 
A reporter, a young looking 
man. wag 
assigned a story on teenage drinking. He didn’t 
get the data by phone. He sat around for days 
drinking with teenagers. They accepted him 'as 
a teenager. 
The story was a success but the reporter 
nearly got hit with a “contributing to the de­ 
linquency of minors” charge by State Liquor 
Control board agents. 
It put them in a bad light, but some level 
headed local officials helped get the charge 
killed. 
Bill Achatz, he’s now head of the AP’s photo­ 
graphy setup in the Eastern section of the 
United States, would do anything for a story. 
He made a parachute jump over the town 
when jumping was the height of bravery. 
Achatz was, and still is, an all-round man. 
He’d participate in the story, photograph what 
he could and then write it. 
The AP spotted him as a comer and hired 
him after the war. 
Since then he has been photographing every­ 
thing from presidents to bathing beauties. He’ll 
still fly anytime, anywhere for a story. 
But ncople like Achatz, Hoyer and Poirier 
are harcf to find. 
The old ways are fading. 
And it’s a shame.

most interested sp ectato rs at the 
Constitutional convention. 


A n d 
curiously, 
the 
Mont­ 
gom ery County financier seem s 
to have blossomed into a much 
m ore witty person th an he ap­ 
peared to be during the election 
cam paign. 
F o r 
instance, 
he 
asked if he could leave his coat 
and som e bopks in the D e m o cra ­ 
tic House office. 


“ M ake yourself right at home, 
Mr. Shapp. Use this office like 
it's your own,” a fellow D em o­ 
crat said. 
“ T hanks,” the onetim e Demo­ 
cratic gubernatorial a sp ira n t re­ 
plied. 
“ If 
you 
fellows 
had 
worked a little h arder in the last 
election. I'd have an office oi 
my own h e re!” 
He then went down to the Con­ 
stitutional convention f l o o r , 


w here a utility tax am endm ent 
that he opposed w as 
being d e­ 
bated. After the lengthly debate 
ended and the am endm ent was 
approved on second reading, a 
d elegate 
approached 
him and 
said: 
“ No one here knows what that 
am en d m en t is all about.” 
Shapp laughed and replied: 
“ No 
wonder. 
No one here 
wrote it. The utilities did.” 
Shapp 
may 
be 
prejudiced 
about who wrote the article, but 
it is a certainty that no one can 
figure out what the am endm ent 
is all about. More important, no 
one can tell just how much it is 
going to cost 
the 
State in tax 
money. 


F o r the enlightenm ent (?) of 
the general populace, the pro­ 
posed 
am endm ent 
is 
offered 
herewith — without translation: 
“ Public utilities — The real 
property of public utilities shall 
be subject to real estate taxes 
imposed by local taxing authori­ 


ties. Gross receipts or any other 
special taxes imposed by the 
Commonwealth on said public 
utilities shall, how ever, he in 
lieu of local taxes on that real 
property which is used or useful 
in furnishing their public utility 
services a n d not 
specifically 
subjected to local taxation by 
statute. 
“ The G eneral assem bly shall 
provide tor the annual distribu­ 
tion among all local taxing au­ 
thorities of an am ount equal to 
the gross amount of real estate 
taxes which the local taxing au­ 
thorities of the Com monw ealth 
otherwise 
could have imposed 
upon said real estate. 
“ Such distribution shall be by 
an equitable method having due 
regard for the proportion which 
the tax receipts of each such 
taxing authority b e ars to the tax 
receipts all such taxing authori­ 
ties. T hat real property of pub­ 
lic utilities which is not used or 
useful in furnishing their public 
utility services shall re m a in sub­ 


ject to local taxation.” 
W hat this means in part is that 
local authorities can assess the 
public utilities in their districts, 
but they would forward the bill 
to the State instead of the utility. 
It 
aiso 
m eans the exemption 
from local real estate taxes for 
utilities will be written into the 
Constitution. 


W hat it also m eans, according 
to proponents, is the State will 
have to pay out $17 million to 
local authorities. That seem s a 
bit low, since some public utility 
properties cost as much as half 
a billion dollars. Those against 
the am endm ent claim that it will 
cost $50 million or m ore—in fact, 
m ore than is realized from the 
gross receipts tax on utilities! 
If it is S17 million, the state 
will rave to come up with $17 
million in new taxes. 
By the 
w ay, 
what 
ever happened 
to 
G overnor 
Shafer's 
"T ruth 
in 
Spending” p r o g r a m , under 
which any tim e legislative a c ­ 
tion cost the State money, an 


accom panying bill would have to 
say where the moev would come 
from. Lieutenant G overnor Ray­ 
mond J. Broderick voted in tav- 
or of the action as did most of 
the Republican legislative lead­ 
ers. 


But no one volunteered to tell 
where t h e money is coming 
from. 
W here the am endm ent 
really gets confused is when the 
possibility arises that the State 
will need m ore money than is 
received from gross utility tax­ 
es. 
Will the am ount be prorated 
as the third p a ra g ra p h seems to 
indicate? O r will the Legislature 
have to pass special taxes, as 
the first p a rag ra p h indicates? 
One thing is certain: it isn’t 
likely that utilities will fight tax 
assessm ents on their property, 
no m atter how ridiculous, since 
they won t be paying the bill 
anyway. The result is likelv to 
be some 
mighty high assess­ 
ments out in the boondocks!

At the 
Com munity Council of G reater New York center, where it w as reveal­ 
ed th ere were 22,714 out-of-wedlock births in the city in 1966, an official 
said: “ The girls look at us in h o rro r when it (a contraceptive m eth o d ) 
is suggested. They say it takes all the rom ance out of it.”

Answer: No. 
G enerally, a person who is a habitual 
offender of sex law s will try to let conform ity shield him 
from detection, as he a tte m p ts to blend into the background. 
In m any cases, the sex offender will seek to b eco m e the

, , t o reduce his chances of being suspected in sex-offending

Fasnacht Day Is Tasty 
St. Petersburg 
Stickers Lose 
To Politicians 


Doughnuts or fasnachts will 
be the most popular item on the 
menu today as Shrove Tuesday 
is observed throughout the 
Pottstown area. 
Shrove Tuesday is the annual 
observance which precedes Ash 
Wednesday, the beginning of 
Lenten fasting and penitence. 
Shrove is the past tense of the 
verb shrive meaning to impose 
penance. 
In the Pottstown area it’s 
called Fasnacht Day because in 
the Pennsylvania German cus­ 
tom, it gives families their last 
chance to eat such tasty deli­ 
cacies as a fasnacht until after 
Easter. 
DITCH DOUGHMT 
The fasnacht is a Pennsyl­ 
vania Dutch doughnut without 
the hole in the center. Th^v are 
usually made of potatoes, sugar, 
shortening, eggs, nutmeg, yeast 
and salt. The batter is fried in 
deep fat. shortening or vege­ 
table oil. 
Housewives throughout the 
area follow tradition and whip 
up a few dozen of the tidbits 
for their families to enjoy on 
this last day before Lenten fast­ 
ing begins. 
But one ambitious project, re­ 
quiring the efforts of a large 
number of women, turns out 
thousands upon thousands of the 
delicacies on order. 
Working around the clock for 
more than two days, shifts of

FIND RAISING 
Each year the women make 
the doughnuts as a fund raising 
project for the church, and each 
year orders for their wares be­ 
come larger. 
This year, according to Mrs. 
Irene Rimby, Birdsboro RD 1, 
one of those who is making the 
doughnuts, the church received 
orders for more than 2000 dozen. 
To make this quantity will re­ 
quire more than a ton of flour, 
600 pounds of sugar and 40 
pounds of yeast. 
Two women began the task 
of preparing the doughnuts at 5 
a m. Sunday and. said Mrs. 
Rimby, the job won’t be finish­ 
ed until sometime this after­ 
noon. 
TAKE TURNS 
During the 60 hour period, all 
of the women will have taken 
their turns in the kitchen, stand­ 
ing over the five huge vats of 
bubbling cooking oil and their 
golden products. 
Making doughnuts began as a 
fund raising project for t h e 
church 20 years ago. The women 
fried them in their own homes. 
But after two years, the large 
increase in orders made it im- 


Reading 


John P. Durr, State regional 
sanitary engineer in Reading 
said the probable cause could 
be either one of two types of 
factories in Reading. 
“We still are not sure just 
where the fluid came from, but 
it would have to be either a tex­ 
tile dye manufacturing company 
or an optical polishing com­ 
pany,” he said. 
Durr also said the city en­ 
gineer of Reading is concerned 
about the source of the red 
color because of a pact between 
industry in the area and the 
city.

NON TOXIC 
“The substance is non toxic,” 
explained Durr. 
“ It is not 
harmful to fish or wildlife.” 
“The surprisingly deep color 
of the water does not necessar­ 
ily mean that a large quantity 
of the substance was emptied 
into the river,” he added. “The 
color is not any indication of 
how much of the coloring went 
into water. I suppose one could 
compare it to dyeing Easter 
eggs. The color appears very 
dense but is actually quite di­ 
luted,” he said. 
Reading representatives told 
Durr that the fluid entered the 
river through the Reading sew­ 
age plant but, by the time the 
red flow was noticed, it was im­ 
possible to trace. 
The 
red 
tide 
continued 
through the plant and into the 
Schuylkill river, spreading as 
it wrent, turning the river red in 
some places and a shade of 
orange in others.

On Cleanup 
To Be Aired 


A meeting will take place in 
borough hall, tonight at 7:30 
which will have an important 
bearing on the future of a clean­ 
up program for the Schuylkill 
river. 
Purpose of the session, which 
will be attended by borough 
officials, civic leaders and rep­ 
resentatives of industry border­ 
ing the Schuylkill, will be to 
go over the testimony and other 
offerings to be presented at an 
Army Corps of Engineers hear­ 
ing March 5. 
Operating under a federal 
study grant, the Corps of En 
gineers scheduled the hearing 
to take testimony on the need 
for a cleanup of the Schuylkill 
for pollution and flood control. 
Borough officials, intent on 
presenting all possible reasons 
for the cleanup, are holding 
tonight’s meeting to coordinate 
the presentations and eliminate 
duplications. 


A damage release sticker pro­ 
gram, designed to cut down on 
hit and run accidents, has been 
disconitnued in St. Petersburg, 
Fla., because of politics. 
The Florida program was the 
inspiration for efforts to adopt 
such a program here. 
Lt. Thomas M. Brock, head 
of the St. Petersburg Police de­ 
partment’s accident investiga­ 
tion unit, said garage owners 
in that city exerted political 
pressure to do away with the 
plan because it required a “lit- 
the extra effort on their parts to 
comply with it.” 


REQUIREMENTS 
The plan required police to 
place damage release stickers 
on all vehicles damaged in acci­ 
dents which they investigated. 
Auto repair agencies in the city 
then had to notify police when­ 
ever a damaged vehicle was 
brought in without the sticker. 
Absence of the sticker indi­ 
cated the vehicle was damaged 
in an accident not reported to 
police. In most cases this meant 
the accident was a hit and run 
type, and many arrests resulted 
from leads furnished by the ga­ 
rage operators. 
Lt. Brock said the program, 
adopted two years ago and con­ 
tinued until recently, cut down 
the number of hit and run acci­ 
dents in the city, and made pos­ 
sible the number of arrests for 
hit and run driving.

“On the contrary, it was one 
of the most effective laws we 
ever had, on a par with the on» 
requiring hospitals and doctors 
to report all gunshots cases to 
police. It was most effective and 
we will be handicapped without 
it.”The police lieutenant said it 
meant a little extra effort for 
the auto repair agencies, so they 
acted as a group in protesting 
to city officials. 
“As a result the law was 
abandoned. It was pure pressure 
politics,” he concluded. 
Reading has adopted a simi­ 
lar program, but it is effective 
only within the city limits. 
DAMAGE TOTAL 
The sticker in use there has 
blank spaces in which the in­ 
vestigating officer will write the 
date and time of the accident, 
the amount of damage and the 
location. 
But because the Reading law 
only applies within the city 
limits, a hit and run driver 
could go to an auto repair 
agency anywhere outside the 
city to have his vehicle fixed 
without detection. 
In commenting on Rodgers’ 
suggestion, State Secretary of 
Revenue Warner M. Deputy said 
the law would go far toward in 
creasing highway safety and cut­ 
ting down hit and run accidents 
if it were applied on a Statewide 
basis. 
This would eliminate someone 
driving only a short distance for 
undetected repairs.

Face Oxford Tonight 


LONDON (A D — While Av­ 
ery Brundage insisted in London 
Monday that no one country or 
group of countries can prevent 
the Summer Olympics from tak­ 
ing place, 32 African nations 
voted in the Congo to withdraw 
from the Mexico (James. 
And as Brundage, president of 
the International Olympic Com­ 
mittee, said he did not expect to 
call a special general meeting 
of the IOC to discuss the South 
Africa controversy, the Italian 
Olympic Committee called for 
exactly such a meeting. 
The IOC has readmitted South 
Africa to the 1968 Games after 
barring the country from the 
1964 Olympics. 
A number of African nations 
already had announced their in­ 
tention to boycott the Games, 
which start Oct. 12, but the Su­ 
preme Council for Sports, meet­ 
ing in Brazzaville, decided that 
the 32 affiliated countries should 
take such action as a body. 


EYE BOYCOTT 
Russia has not announced any 
action it intends to take but has 
indicated it might support any 
'boycott by the African nations. 
A Russian veto could result in 
other Iron Curtain countries 
pulling out. 
None of these moves and pos- 
s i b i 1 i ti e s, how ever, bother 
Brundage, the 80-year-old Olym- 
| pie chief from Chicago. 
“No matter what countries 
w'ithdraw, the Games in Mexico 
will go on,” he told The Asso- 
¡ ciated Press after hearing about 
the African council vote. “We’re 
1 not involved in politics. The 
Olympics want the youth of the 
world to get together. You can 
be sure the Mexico Olympics 
will go on as planned. 


“We are sorry if countries 
want to withdraw for political 
reasons. Naturally, we are very, 
very sorry. We want every 
country in the Olympics.” 
Talking about the possibility 
of a special 
IOC meeting, 
Brundage said he does not think 
one would be called even if Rus­ 
sia would withdraw. 
NO CHANCE 
“As far as I am concerned,” 
he said, “there is no chance of 
an extraordinary meeting of the 
IOC being called to consider the 
issue. The Mexico (James will 
go on, and they will be a suc­ 
cess like all other Olympic 
Games.” 
In Rome, however, a commu­ 
nique signed by Giulio Onesti, 
president of the Italian commit­ 
tee, said a meeting should be 
called as soon as possible “to 
consider South Africa’s partici­ 
pation, which is at the base of 
the present difficulties which 
threaten to grow even worse in 
the future.” 
The communique said Onesti 
has cabled Brundage asking for 
the meeting. It also deplored the 
| “true and proper split” by the 
32 African nations and added: 
“We have always participated 
in all the Games, and we intend 
to save their existence in the fu- 
1 ture.” 
South Africa was barred in 
1963 because of the country’s ra­ 
cial policies. The country was 
reinstated by the IOC after 
promising to select an integrat­ 
ed team, traveling and living to­ 
gether, wearing similar uni­ 
forms and marching under the 
same flag. 
She declined however, to per­ 
mit competition between whites 
and nonwhites within South Af­ 
rica.

ATLANTA. Ga (A D — Pete 
Rozelle, commissioner of profes­ 
sional football, said Monday the 
American and National Football 
leagues will try to solidify and 
stabilize newer teams before 
expanding again. 
To this end, he said, a com­ 
mittee was named during the 
recent meeting of the profes­ 
sional leagues to explore ways 
of beefing up expansion squads 
named in recent years. 
Any changes probably would 
involve rules governing the 
waiver procedure, trades or in­ 
jury reserves, Rozelle told news­ 
men. He was in Atlanta for a 
speech to a civic club. 
One possibility would be to 
“legislate intelligence,” he said. 
“We might say that a club 
could not trade its first draft 
choice—or maybe even its first 
and second draft choices.” 
Another possibility, he said, 
would be to make it easier for 
a club to claim a player from 
another 
team’s 
waiver 
list 
rather than have the player re­ 
called by the team which cut 
him.Rozelle noted, however, that 
the committee had not gone into 
the suggestions. 


Rozelle predicted that further 
expansion would not be con­ 
sidered before the early 1970s. 
After the two leagues arc 
combined as one in 1970. he 
said, two more clubs might be 
added. 
“There is a great deal of in­ 
terest in Birmingham,” he said 
in answer to a question. He also 
mentioned Seattle, Portland and 
Phoenix as strong possibilities. 
Another problem the new 
league will have to solve, he 
said, is the question of television 
coverage. He said he thought in­ 
come from television may have 
¡ “peaked.” 
He said NFL clubs currently 
get about $1.2 million each in 
television income while AFL 
teams claim about $850,000 in 
broadcasting revenues.

“ He put his arm out, and Ma­ 
rion grabbed him on the wrist,” 
Nathan said. 
Her hand slipped 
from his wrist several times, 
then, the ice broke and the man 
fell into the water. 
“ In a short time there were 
a dozen people around, and a 
man pulled us from the water.” 
Nathan, a chemist, said he 
and his daughter were the only 
skaters at a nearby quarry and 
had been skating about 45 min­ 
utes when, about 3:30 p.m., he 
crashed through the ice. 
He said his daughter skated 
to the bank for an Army web 
belt, but when she tried to pull 
him out, the ice cracked fur­ 
ther plunging her into the wa­ 
ter. 
Nathan said he and his daugh­ 
ter were 50 feet from the bank, 
calling for help, when “sudden­ 
ly a man came out on the ice— 
I don’t know’ where he came 
from.” The man was Krell. 
Three men walking by the 
quarry saw the Nathans in the 
water and heard their cries for 
help. 
One of them. Jacob Prins. 40, 
of Fort Washington, picked up 
a limb broken from a tree and 
held it out to Nathan and his 
daughter. 
He pulled them to 
safety. The other two men were 
not identified. 
Rescue workers found Krell's 
body in 40 feet of water about 
4' j hours after the accident. 
At about the same time, a 
member of Krell's family tele­ 
phoned Ambler police to report 
he had not returned home for 
supper.
